The  Beginning  of  a  Great  Event! 

Many  years  ago,  there  was  a  Physical 
Education  teacher  at  Balmoral  Hall  School  who 
wanted  to  expose  the  Grade  6  students  to  an  experi- 
ence that  not  only  taught  outdoor  living  skills,  but 
provided  an  occasion  for  the  girls  and  teachers  to 
spend  some  valuable  time  getting  to  know  one  another 
in  a  real  life  setting.

Crafts,  swimming  (in  the  Candace  Derkson 
Pool),  skits,  and  games  were  some  of  the  activities  we 
shared  indoors. 

Because  our  first  experience  at  "Camp  Ames" 
was  so  successful,  we  decided  to  make  this  an  annual 
event  for  the  Grade  6  classes.  Of  course,  over  the 
years,  we  tried  different  programs  and  activities.  Some 
of  these  included  shelter  building,  quinzee  building, 
orienteering,  cooperative  games,  a  visit  to  a  dairy 
farm,  nature  study  and  cutter  driving. 

From  our  first  stay  to  our  to  our  last,  we  can 
honestly  say  that  the  food,  the  leaders  and  the  staff 
have  been  excellent. 

As  the  years  passed,  (the  teacher  became  a 
Grade  6  teacher)  we  continued  to  go  to  Camp  Ames, 
we  decided  to  have  a  change  and  attend  in  September.

Balmoral  Hall  School  and  students  are  committed  to  caring  and  sharing.  Annual  events  and  ongoing 
activities  include  the  Day  of  Giving,  Mufti-Days  for  our  foster  child  -  Tatenda  Manjengwa  from  East  Africa, 
and  pop  tab  collections  for  wheelchairs,  to  name  only  a  few. 
A  new  and  incredibly  successful  student  initiative  was  created-  Girls  for  the  Cure  -A  Run/Walk  for 
Breast  Cancer .  We  had  phenomenal  parent  support  both  financially  and  physically  The  event  was  a  real 

celebration  of  good  health  and  elevated  the  awareness  of  our  students  for  this  Hfe  threatening  cancer.
